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NARRATIVE 
Iriſh Popiſh Plot. 


Ince we have manifeſtly found by woful experience, That 
the Princely favours, and tender proceedings of His late 
Majeſty towards the 1r;{, proved altogether inetfeftual to 
contain them within the bounds of Loyalty and Duty, but 

. ſtill they ſuffer themſelves to be led blindfold into fatal Re- 
bellions, by the pernitious Counſcls of their Prieſts, the World 
nay wr believe (by their proceedings in the laſt Rebellion ) that 
their deſigns are always on foot, and tending to no lets than the 
utter ſubverſion of the Engliſh Government m Jreland, and efta- 
bliſhing the Power 1n the hands of their own Natives and Religion. 
For confirmation hereof, we need not look back ſo far as the Teſti- 
nony of that Franciſcan Fryar, one of their Council, who de- 
dared, That the Seffion of Parliament held at Dwblir, being Pro- 
ropued in Aug. 1641, and the time drawing nigh for putting their 
d&hgns of ſurprizing D#blin-Caftle, and all other places in poſiefii- - 
on of the Englith, 1nto execution, there was a grand conſult, or 
meeting of the Romiſh-Clergy , and principal Lay-men of their 
Fattion, appointed to be at the Abbey of Mwltifarvan in the Coun- 
ty of Weſtzreath, where amongſt other matters there debated, the 
Weſtion was, what courſe ſhould be taken with the Engliſh, and 
al others that were found in the whole Kingdom to be Proteſtants ; 
and by their ſubſequent PraQtiſes it appear'd, that no tefs than a 
general Maſſacre was reſolved on : Though the poor Fryar bad no 
other Reward or Recompence for the Dilcovery,; ſave only a Con- 
lnement : In which reſtraint he continued, till the Romilh party 
getting the upper hand, found him in the Priſon, and there mot 
cruelly Murder'd him. 


It would be too tedious ( and unneceflary, ſeeing they are fo 
iotorioufly known.) to give an account of the ſeveral contrivan- 
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ces of the Popiſh Clergy of Ireland, ever fince the Conqueſt of 
that Kingdom, to ſhake off the Engliſh Governmeat ; and the 
horrid and barbarous cruelties they have practiſed in order there. 
unto: Therefore I will confine my felt to ſuch rus as have 
happened fince His Majeſties Reſtauration , taking notice only, 
That their Ignorance produces fo blind a ſuperſtition towards the 
Popiſh Religion, that they will moſt willingly veature their lives 
( all that their many Rebellions have left them, and thoſe per. 
haps too much too, unleſs they make better ule of them ) to fur. 
ther any thing, which they are made believe tends to the Honour 
of Holy Church: As on the other ſide, their malice to the Eng- 
liſh ( who are poſleſt of their Eſtates ) is ſo great, that they 
would be content to be in worſe bondage to a Foraigner, fo they 
might but gratifie their revenge ſo far, as to have the Engliſh 
equal ſufferers with them. Though they apprehend no danger of 
that, taking themſelves to be already ſuch (laves, that they fancy 
their condition cannot be worle by changing their Maſters ( eſpe. 
cially for a Prince of their owa Faith ) witneſs their late agree. 
ment with 8pair, and their prelent oac with France, which theſe 
Papers ſet forth. 


No man that has any inſight into the affairs of Irel:1:d, can be 
ignorant, that the Romiſh Clergy of that Kingdom have publick- 
ly and privately the enjoyment and exerciſe of their Religion ac- 


cording to the manner of the Church of Rowe, more freely fince 
His Majeſties happy Reſtauration, than in ſeveral years before, by 
the very great indulgence of the Jate Governors. They have 
their Titular Primates, Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Vicars General, 
Provincial Conſfiſtories , Deans, Abbots, Priors, &c. who all 
live freely, though ſomewhat covertly amongſt them, without 
controul, exerciling Juriſdiction over the people. They have allo 
theic Prie'ts, Jeſuits and Fryars, who are of late years exceeding- 
ly multiplied, and in great numbers returned out of Spair, Italy, 
France, and other Foragia parts (where the Children of the Na- 
tives of Ireland, that are devoted to that way, are uſually ſent to 
receive their education) much to the damage and diſadvantage of 
the Proteſtants in that Kingdome 3 and no lefs to the Papiſts them- 
ſclves, if they would but have the patience to conſider what mi- 
ſeries they have endured by the mcans of Ignorant Popiſh Prieſts, 
who value no Religion ſo much, as the' want of their Impropria- 
tions, Glebes and Monaſteries. But that which cauſes the greateſt 
admiration in me, is, that Noble-mcn, private Gentlemen, and 
others that are Roman Catholicks, and enjoy great part of their 
Eſtates, if not all, ſhould be thus infatuated and miſled by ſuch} 
a parcel of deſigning Hypocrites, to att contrary, not only to 
their Allegiance, but their Honour and Intereſt too; forgetting 
the Calamities, by their means and wicked induſtry, brought up- 
on 
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on that Kingdom of Ireland, to the utter ruine and deſtruftion not 
only of many Thouſand Engliſh Families, but of many of their own 
Nation and Relations, who were ignorant of their horrid deſigns; 
yet did upon the ſame account perith, and in ſome ſort ſuffer'd 
more than the Conſpirators themſelves, 


Within few years after His Majeſties happy Reſtauration, one 

obn Mullowny a mean man by birth, but now Titular Biſhop of 
Kilulow, and ſeveral others of the Popiſh Clergy and Geatry of 
that Kingdom, united in a Conſpiracy againſt His Majeſties Go- 
vernment in [reland: For the ſaid Biſhop Mul/owny having, whillt . 
he was in France, received in Paris the ſum of One hundred thou- 
ſand Lieures to promote a Rebellion in Ire/ard, did engage the 
enſuing perſons to carry on the ſaid deſign ( to wit ) Collonel 
Miles Riley, Collonel Culler, Collonel Byrne, Collonel Mcrtagh O 
Bryar, and Collonel Dudley Coſtel/ow, the laſt of whom fail'd not 
to perform hi+ part thereof, as preſently I ſhall relate : Burt firſt, 
for its progreſs, the Reader muſt note, That after the laſt A of 
Serulement in Jreland, the Popilh Clergy being void of all hopes 
of His Majeſties favours, or any Toleration eſtabliſh'd by Law, 
imployed ſeveral Emiſlaries into all partsof rela d, to give notice 
to all perſons, whole deſperate fortunes ( occaſion'd by their own 
or their Anceſtors Rebellion ) or any hardſhips which they appre- 
hended they endured had made dilcontented, of the faid deſigns, 
and to prepare and engage them therein, and nfed endeavours to 
make all the intereſt in Gariſons and ſtrong holds throughout the 
Kingdom that poſhibly they could: And where they had no inter- 
eſt, appointed ſome of their confederacy to be 1n readineſs to 
ſurpriſe ſuch places and holds. Theſe Emiſſaries were going about 
for a year and an halt before this commotion began 3 and then the 
ſaid Collonel Coſte/ow being forward to perform his part thereof, 
before the reſt were fully ready, and before he received his part of 
the Money of Mulowny, raſhly engaged himſelt ; For making a 
patty in Conmarght, he fell upon, and was ſufficiently revenged 
upon the Lord Dil/ons Tenants and Eſtates in that County, upon 
ſome former grudge he had againſt him. And afterwards he made 
his intereſt kn Longford, and engaged in it a Gentleman of that 
Countrey, whoſe name I ſhall omit, he being then in the Engliſh 
Army z yet by the inſinuation of the Popith Clergy, was trickt 
into the ſaid Rebellion, by which the people of Longford werethen 
Murdered, and the whole Town Fired; and in the Attion the ſaid 
Gentleman was ſhot dead, and his Head brought to Dublin and ſet 
on the Gatez and Coſte/ow himſelf ſuffered upon the ſame account, 
but not at the ſame time. Collonel Mortagh O Brian was kill'd by 
one Reerder, who was formerly a Licutenant in his own Regiment. 
Collonel Byrne was ſome years after in Reſtraint in Dublin, and 
which way he eſcaped is belt known to thoſe that were acceſſary 
to 
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toit : and what became of the reſt I cannot tell, but the Conſpi- 
racy was very formidable, and had it gone on till full ripe, would 
have had very dire effe&ts. Ia the Relation of which 1 have beer 
thus brief, becauſe my felf was not engaged in it, and fo cannot 
of my own knowledg ſay politively how far the contrivarce in 
particulars was carryed on ; but I can give a ſufficient account how 
I came to know what I have here ſet down, when ever I ſhall be 


required. 


And ſhall now addreſs my ſelf to ſpeak of thoſe things which 
fell within my particular cogaizance, and which I can affirm upon 
knowledg. As follows, 


N March 1673, or thereabout, ſeveral Officers out of Frax 
Landed in Jreland, under the pretence of raifing Recruits for 
Collonel Hamilton, then in the French Service, to wit, Captain 
Daniel Macnamarra, Captain John Lacy, Captain Cor Oneale, one 
Macmahan , and Licutenant Hrrley, and ſeveral others; many of 
the ſaid Officers being my former acquaintance ( before they were 
imployed in the French Service ) upon their corhing into Ireland, 
I met ſeveral of them, and entring into communication with them 
( having formerly heard a general Rumour of the French deligni 
upon Ireland, and confidering that the faid perſons being ar v1 
for ſome years before, in the French Service, might be capable to 
give ſome particular account thereof) I enquired of Lacy, whether 
there was any probability of the French's invading [reland, or any 
ſuch matter intended? He anſwered, That if the Dutch were once 
ſubdued, he did not queſtion but the Frexch would eſtabliſh the 
Roman Catholick Religion in all the Northern parts of Exrope; and 
C as far as he could underſtand by Marſhal Tzrere who was then his 
General ) that we ſhould have the ſame Laws eſtabliſhed in Ireland 
that are in France; and when the French had compleated what 
they had in hand, that we ſhould ſuddenly after ſee a great altera- 
tion both in Church and State : The ſaid Lacy then uttering more 
words then I ſhall mertion here. He likewiſe gave. me an account 
of the Number of Iriſþ that they had then Training up in Fran, 
and that our welfare in Ireland did much rely on the ſuccels of 
their Forces in France; and that he did admire that any perſons of 
Quality, that did underſtand the defign of that War, ſhould ſtand 
fo much im their own light as to ſlip fo good an rtunity, and 
fo juſt a Cauſe, being altogether ro deſtroy Hereticks, and to abo- 
lifh their Laws $ and that he did not queſtion, with the Afhiſtance 
of the French, but that it would be accompliſhed notwithſtanding 
all oppofitionsz and that ſuch perſons of Iriſþextrattion as did not 
engage themſelves in the ſaid Wars, would not im the fature be 
eſteemed, efpecrally fach perſons of quality as had no change of 
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Fanfilies. That he did admire why they did not canſider their 
own preſent Condition, and the occaſion of their laſt Ruine z fay» 
ing, That it was rather for want of Condu# than Conrages. and 
that he did not doubt (if they were not wanting to. themſelves ) 
that their loſs in the former Wars, would be retrieved in the next, 
if they did prove true to their ſuperiors (meaning thereby:the Titu- 
lar Popiſh Biſhops of the ſeveral Diocelles in Ireland ) who were 
able, not only to i»ftrw@ them, but alſo to. forward. and enable 
them in the ſaid Deſign 3 and that he was confident that the-Frenmch 
had thar intereſt that would not receive ſuch a repulſe 2s the Spe» 
niards did in King ſales, alleadging, that the fault was rather to be 
imputed to the Ir1ſþ than to the Sparierds ; That the Articles be- 
wixt PhilipOſullevan on the behalf of the Iriſþ were not duly per- 
formed with the Spaniard; and if the Iriſh had been in Arms to 
unite themſelves with the ſaid Spariard, according to the ſaid Con- 
tract, they might have been ever ſince poſlefſed of their Eſtates and 
Liberty of Religion. I made anſwer, that the {riſb, had been per- 


c into ſo many Engagements and Rebellions, that the name . 


of an Iriſh man was become ridiculows and ſcandalows. The name 
of an Iriſh man ( ſaid he ) is only rediculous to ſuch -as enjoy their 
Ffiztesz, and it is rather for their poverty, than for any other rea- 
ſon that we are contemptible, and therefore it will concern us to 
remedy that fault by regaining all our Eſtates. 


After this Diſcourſe was over, I told the faid Lacy, that I had 


adefire to Travel into France, and inquired of him, whether there 


was any probability that I might procure a Commiſhon under Count 
Hamilton > Who ſaid, there was ; and that Captain Anthony Hamil- 
tom would be ſuddenly in the County of Limerickz and as ſoon as 
he had notice thereof, he would give me an account whether the 
aid Hamilton had any Blabk Commiſſion left undiſpoſed z but ſoon 
aker,, upon information to the Lord Deputies of Ireland, there 
were ſpecial Orders to ſecure the Officers, and ſtop the men, which 
barred their Voyage that time. 


A little time after I met Captain Neal, and underſtood by him, 
that Count Hamilton's Regiment was divided, and in faftions, one 
pny for Hamilton, and the othet for Dungar, which gave me but 

encouragement to proceed; and _—_— the ſaid Neal, 
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that I did reſolve to Travel into France aid Nesle ſaid, that

fortunes abroad z and that he did believe, if they did, generally 
know in Ulſter how the Game was playing for them, . that there 
would be hardly any left in the whole County, but, would all una- 
mmoully go for France z but added, that he did conceive it 
would be of dangerous conſequence to him to declare what his 


knowledge was of the affairs abroad, and how likely they were tg 
C have 


Viz, coſtelows 
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have good ſucceſs in their undertakings, if they did prove obed;.. 
ent to ſuch as were intruſted to give them timely notice : and that 
it was for want of good and prudent management, the laſt dclign, 
ſo long in agitation, was diſcovered. 


Theſe Officers being croſſed in their Voyage ( and their men dif. 
perſed ) went back into France again, from whence, about a year 
after, the ſaid Lieutenant Hurly returned into [reland, and refided 
in New-Caſtle or thereabouts for half a year or upwards, where it 
was credibly reported, that he did train up ſeveral Gentlemen, by 
teaching them to Exerciſe Pike and Masket + And it was generally 
affirm'd then amongſt the Papiſts, that in ſeveral parts of Ireland 
the like method was ufed, in order to being in readineſs, to receive 


Commands from ſuch as were appointed for the carrying on the ſaid 
Conſpiracy 1n the Kingdom of Ireland. 


About the year 1675, Captain John Lacy came out of Fraxce 
into Ireland, giving an account of the affarrs abroad to Biſhop 
Mullowny'and the relt of the Popilh Clergy in that Country, giving 
them full aſſurance, that all was working on for the better, charge. 
ing and commanding them to be very urgent with the people, and 
to omjt no opportunity, and that they ſhould ſuddenly {ce their 
Religion better ſetled ih Ireland than ever before, and that they 
would be rid of that yoke of Herelte which they had ſo long ſut- 
fered under ; and that now the minute was nigh at hand, on which 
their Fortune depended, or their utter Deſtruction. Theſe words 
he did utter in the prefence of ſeveral of the Clergy, as I have 
been told by the ſaid Mul/owny and others 3 and the faid Lacy de- 
clared the ſame in efte& in my company. 


About the ſaid year, News came freſh into Ireland, That the 
King of Exgland was very ill ; and the report ſometime aftcr was 
{trong, that His Majeſty was dead ; ſome affirming, that it he was 
not, that it was impoſlible for him ever to recover, which gave 
great incouragement to their deſign : At which time there flocked 
great multitudes out of France into hreland, giving notice, That 
they would be in Arms, and fuch as had none, ſhould uſe ther 
endeavours to procure ſome, and that the time was come on which 
they would execute their deſigns. But His Majeſty ( by God's 
Mercy ) recovering from the ſaid Diſtemper, gave them much dil- 
couragement for that time, inſtead of their former hopes ; inlo- 
much, That thoſe deſperate perſons returned into Exgland ( as we 
in Ireland ſuppoſed ) and continued there ſome time before the 
Parliament aſſembled, and then returned into Ireland with no Icls 
hopes of good ſucceſs than formerly ; declaring to the people there, 
that there was great induſty uſed, in preparing a Bone ro throw 
between both Houſes of Parliament, which gave the Ry 
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there, hopes, that by means thereof they would bring their horrid The Officer: 
deſigns, long 1n agitation, to effe&t; That is to ſay, to aboliſh the 392 out of 


Laws eſtabliſhed, and the Proteſtant Religion, and upon the Ru-

incs thereof, to erect Popery, and eſtabliſh Arbitrary Government * turned with 
But coming ſhort of their wicked expettations, they returned into cw hopes.

About the year 1676, I ſaw Doftor Creagh, otherwiſe called the 
Titular Biſhop of Cork, who (as I was told by one Door Stretch) 
was newly come from France and Rome ; afterwards, in Limerick , 


Bithop Creagh 
came out of 
France and 


happening to be in the company of the aforeſaid Biſhop Mul/owny z2me. 


(who was my former acquaintance, and knew that I was privy to 
ſeveral paſſages and intrigues of this kind ) he told me, that they 
had received further intelligence concerning the ſaid affairs, by Bi- 
ſhop (reagh, and ſeveral others of the Popiſh Clergy, who were 
lately arrived in Ireland, and that they had inſtructions to pro- 
ceed, and authority from his Holineſs the Pope, for to quit and 
diſcharge the Roman Catholicks of Ireland from their Allegiance to 
the King of England, (ſaying, That the King of England had no 
Right to ſreland, but what he had from the Pope; and that the 
King being an Heretick, the ſame right returned to the Pope again 
and faid, the French were not then 1n a condition to perfornr what 
was formerly agreed upon 3; Biſhop Mul/owny ſaying, That the Ar- 
ticles, in order to the carrying on of the ſaid detign, were in the 
hands of the Titular Arch-Biſhop of Tzam, and did not queſtion 
but every point therein mentioned ſhould be faithfully ee: mp 
adding, that there were thoſe in England appointed tor to ſupply 
His Majeſtics Wants, and keep off Parliaments until this were ac- 
compliſhed. 


It was a general rumour throughout Ireland, amongſt the Popiſh 
Clergy and Gentry for ſeveral years before,eſpecially 1675 and1676, 
That his Royal Highneſs, in 1677 enſuing, at the furtheſt, ſhould 
be King. As ſoon as I had this intelligence from the ſaid Myl/owny 
and others, I acquainted John Piggott Eſqz, a Juſtice of the Peace, 
with that in particular 1n the aforefaid years 3 who being examin- 
ed before the Lord Lieutenant and Council, in November 1679, did 
not only acknowledg the ſame, but gave it in his Examinations 
under his Hand and Seal ; and fo far I refer my felf to the faid Ex- 
aminations, which are now in the' cuſtody of Sir John Davis Se- 
cretary of State in the Kingdom of Ireland. How this and a French 
defign, and the Plot diſcovered againſt His Majeſties Life here in 
England doth agree, I will not take upon me to deterrhine, but 
refer the inferences to the Judicious Reader. '

About Jamrary 1677, The Lord Brittas, Captain Thomas Bourk,

tations, one whereof was at the Houle of one John Hicks Inn. 
keeper in Rathkeal in the ſaid County of Limirick, there being at 
the ſaid meeting, in number Twenty, or more, who were ac- 
cuſtomed to meet at Nite 3 but ſome Engliſh Gentlemen coming 
ſuddenly there, barred them of treating of the particulars at that 
time: Therefore they agreed to have another meeting at the ſame 
place the week following, and another at New Caſtle in the aid 
County, where they met accordingly, but the particulars they then 


concluded upon, I know not. 


On or about the Fourteenth of February, in the ſame year, 1 
met Mr. Exſtace WEite upon the Commons of Chrongh Burgeſs in the 
County of Limerick, who told me, that he had Two Letters to the 
Lord Brittas, one from Sir John Fitz Gerald, the other from Mr. 
Hurly, or Mr. Poore ; I enquired of the faid White, what did Sir 
John's Letter import ? The ſaid White anſwered, That they did 
underſtand the Lord Brittas had received his Commiſſion, and that 
Sir John Fitz Gerald did expe to be his Lieutenant Collonel, and 


that the ſaid White did _ a Captains Command under the (aid 
Lord Brittas. Sir Jobn Fitz Gerald being examined before the 


Lord Lieutenant and Council, in November 1679, did own to have 
ſent ſuch a Letter by the ſaid White, at the ſame time, to the Lord 


Britt as. 


| Many of the Iriſ which are well to live, and reſtored to part of 
their Eſtates, if not all, were very much diſcontented at thoſe pro- 
ceedings, who though they knew not the particulars, had a general 
notion of the Evil coming upon them, and did fear that their In- 
nocency might ſmart for the Nocency of others ; ſeveral of Ireland, 
who were not only innocent in themſelves, but harboured and pro- 
tected ſeveral Engliſh Families, having ſmarted for the Rebellion of 
others, in a manner more than thoſe that have been Adors in the 
faid Rebellion, as by wofal experience I can jultifie and maintain. 


The Engliſh likewiſe in thoſe Jaſt years, having Forty-one freſh 
kad Forty.one in their memories, were much diſmayed to ſee and hear of thoſe 
m their me- oreat multitudes meeting both publickly and privately z and miſ- 


truſting that there was ſome evil or miſchief intended them, com- 
manded that ſtrift Watches be duly kept through the Country. i 
Faq 
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In the years 1676 and 1677, ſeveral Emiſſaries went to and fro; 


giving intelligence of foraign affairs, and how managed abroad ; 
likewiſe ſeveral Letters were come down to the Country with fergn- 
ed names to them, one whereof I had in my hand, and peruſed it, 
it was direQed to Capt. Edwards, and ſubſcribed by Capt. Jones, 
both feigned names, which faid Letters were writ at their grand 
Cabals in Dublin, or thereabouts, as I did underſtand by Coll. Lecy 
and ſeveral others; and that which I did read, he faid was come 
from one Dr. C#/ſ«ck near Dublin, whotn I have never ſeen nor 
known z the ſubſtance thereof I delivered to Sir Jobr Davis Se- 
cretary of State: Theſe were the methods that were uſed in the 
faid years, for the better managing the ſaid deſign. 

On or about May 1678, an Agent being then appointed to go in- 
to France, by name Dr. Hetherman, the Emiſlaries of the Jeſuits, 
and the reſt of the Clergy in thoſe parts that were the principal 
men, conſulted together, and pitched upon Coll. Lacy to be a fit 
perſon to go to Dublin to confer with Coll. Richard Talbot, and 
others there, and to bring what advice and iaſtrudions they had 
there, to the ſaid Agent that was bound for France, as ſoon as the 
ſaid Lacy returned from Dublin; Coll. Lacy being ſhort of Money, 
borrowed 60 L. of $imon Eaton Elq; , under the pretence of dif- 
charging Rent and Arrears to Sir William Talbot Agent to his Royal 
Highneſs in that Kingdom: The ſaid Lacy, after the receipt of the 
ſaid Money, went to Dublin as atorclaid, and was away until A4u- 
gui? following, then returned to his own Houſe, being there but 
Three days or thereabouts, when the Popilh Clergy of that Dio- 
ces aſſembled together at the Houſe of Dr. James Streitch in Rakeal, 
Prieſt, To wit , James Dowly Titular Biſhop of Limerick, Dr.

Counties then to me. I asked him then, how came he to haye 
ſuch an exa@& return of the Proteſtants and the Papilſts? He faid it 
was not difficult to him, preſcribing the enſuing methods uſed in 
thoſe affairs; ſaying, that every Pariſh-Prieſt had always an exa& 
Catalogue of Proteſtants and Papilts in their Pariſhes, and return. 
ed the ſame twice a year to the Biſhops, and likewiſe ſaid, that he 
had a Liſt of the Nobility that were ingaged ia managing the (aid 
Deſiga, but did not ſhew me the ſame ; and did ſay, that he did 
truſt 1a God that the Natives of Irelavd would not bz long Sub- 
jets to Heretical Government; and for his part, that he would ue

Riſe all in a night, and to proceed in a general Maſſacre throughout 
the ſaid Kingdom, and to kill Man, Woman and Child, and not to 
leave a Proteſtant living in the Kingdom of yrel/ard. , The ſaid He- 
therman in three days atter the ſaid meeting, went away for France ; 
before the ſaid Hetherwar parted, I acquainted Sir Thomas South- 
well with all the particulars, and deſired that he would ſecure 2: - 
therman and all his Papers, and likewiſe told him who the Officers 
were that were appointed to carry on the deſign z but he did no- 
thing therein, but often promiſed that he would ſend to acquaint 
the Earl of Orory with the Proceedings, but did not (as far as ever [ 
cculd underſtand), and ſent to Collonel Lacy, and the reſt, to ac- 
quaint them of ſuch matters as I had imparted to him about the ſaid 
Deſign, as hereafter ſhall appear more at large. | 

On or about Novemb. 1678, the French were expefted to Land 
beyoad Tarbatt, in the River of Shanzr, in the County of Kerry, in 
the ſaid Kingdom ; the perſons concerned to pertorm their parts of 
the Deſign 1a that Countrey, did often Conſult together in thoſe 
days (viz.) the Lord Baron of Brittas, Collonel Pierce Lacy, and 
leveral others having contiaual Intelligence, that the time was draw- 
ing nigh, the day being appointed on which the ſaid Deſign was to 
beeffefted, notice being thereof throughout the Kingdom, as far 
as I could learn ; the time for Landing being the 20th of Novemb. 
1678, as aforeſaid, and to ſurprize Limerick the 23d 3 ſome were 
for ſurprizing thereof ſome days before the French had Landed ; 
others oppated it, thinking that if the French did not come at the 
time appointed, that it were of dangerous conſequence for them tro 
hazard themſelves in the undertaking, and ſo concluded to make 
no noiſe or inſurrefion, till they had the affiſtance aſſured unto 
them : But the ſaid Lord Briitas, Collond Lacy Macnamarrs, and 
ſeveral others made it their bufine(s for ſeveral years before to be 
tree and familiar with the Officers of Limerick, 4 treating and en- 
tertaining them, in hopes thereby that their Delign might be the 
ealter carried on, fitting up early and late with the ſaid Officers, in 
Taverns, Inns, and all fuch-like places, that at laſt they brought 
them to that familiarity and acquaintance, that they might go out 
or come into the Gates at all hours of the night that they —_ 5 
and wrought o far upon the ſaid Officers, that by excels of Driok- 
%s, three of the ſaid Officers of Limerick dyed. I could ſay more 

this, but I thiak this is ſufficient. 

The aid Lord Brittes Macxamerre, and the reſt of that party run

publick meetings and Treaties, and to avoid all ſuſpicion whilf 
they were managing the aformentioned Contrivance. The Eng. 
liſh in thoſe parts all this while imagining what the matter ſhould 
be, were in bodily fear, ſeeing ſo many great meetings as aforeſaid, 
and likewiſe ſome of the 1riſþ who were abroad, and knew the 
Laws of France, and the rigour of Arbitrary Government, being 
now poſleſied of ſome of their Eſtates, if not all, were io much 
fear that the Popiſh Clergy of zreland, by their contrivance, would 
bring deſtruction upon the Innocent as well as the Nocent, the 
like having happened often before in Irel2nd. 

In March 1678, or thereabouts, Sir John Fitz Gerald viſiting 
ſome Friends in the County of Limerick, amongſt the reſt went tg 
Coll. Pierce Lacy, who told Sir Joh, that he was highly obliged 
to Sir Thomas Southrell, ſaying, that the ſaid Sir Thomas did (end 
him word by Mr. Jobz Hurly, that I ſhould tell and acquaint the 
ſaid Sir Thomgs, that Coll. Lacy, one Eaſmond, and others, were in- 
gagcd in the Conſpitacy then on foot in Ireland 4 Sir Fohn Fitz Ger 
rald did ask Coll. Lacy whether he did ſee me fince he reccived 
that Mc<ſTage ? Coll. Lacy replying that he did very often, but ne- 
ver did tax me with it, deſired the ſaid Sir Joby to ſay nothing of it 
at preſent ; whereupon the ſaid Sir John denied to ſtay to driak 
with the ſaid Lacy (2sSir Johx told me} and Rode ſtraight to the 
Houſe of John Hicks lnnkeeper in Rakeal, whither he ſent for oe, 
ſpoke thele enſuing words after we met, in the preſence of Mr. 
Maurice Fitz Gerald Capt. William Fitz Gerald, and John Hicks 
the Innkeeper; Conſt, when will you take as much care of me 3 
I have done for you within this two hours ? Then I asked Sir Jobr, 
if it were any private buſineſs of importance, to walk in the next 
Room + he anſwered, that he would not, and where there wasone, 
he wiſhed there were Twenty, and that it was a buſineſs not to be 
ſmothered. repeating the ſaid meſſage ſent from Sir Thomas South 
well, by Mr. Hwrly, to Coll. Lacy, and that if I did tell Sir Thomws 
$Southwell ſuch a thing as Coll. Lacy ſaid (meaning the diſcovery of 
the Plot in Ireland to the ſaid Sir Thomas Southwell ) that he was 
no bctterthan a Traytor to his Country in betraying me; and that 
if I did not repeat the ſame to the ſaid Sir Thomas South well, that 
he was a Raſcal for abuſing me; and then asked when I ſaw Mr. 
Hurly, Mr. Mackmechiny. Mr. _ Burk, Capt. Purdon, or Coll.Lacy* 
I told him lately. Then ſays he, did none of your Friends and good 
Relations acquaint you with this buſineſs before 2 I told him, not. 
Then ſays he, look to your ſelf, and take it from me, as a ſpecial 
Caveat, that for the future you avoid all their Companies 3 for l 
do aſſure you, that they have an eye upon you, which for ought 
I know, may coſt you your life, except you have a ſpecial care of 
your perſon; ſaying, that as ſoon as he heard it, he could not reit 
until he had given me a full account thereof.

and Council in November 1679, under what pretences hc did give 
out, that he was to have a Regiment of Rorle? or under whoſe 
Command? or from whom was he to have his Commiſſion ? He an- 
{wered, that it was by the Earl of Orory's intereſt ( who was news 
ly dead ) who promiſed to procure him a Commiſſion to raiſe 
a Regiment for the Service of Holand, but could not prove that 
he had ſpoke with the Earl of Oyory in ſeveral years before, nor 
could produce the Meflenger that brought him that Mcllage, nor 
2 Line under the Earl of Orory's hand. 

Coll. Lacy being allo examined, owned to be at ſeveral Conſul- 
tations aforeſaid, and that at the ſame time after his return from 
Dublin, to be at the meeting in Rakeal, where the Popiſh Clergy 
of that Dioce's Atlſembled rogerther, and did confefs, that Dr. He- 
therman was appointed Agent for France; and that at that time, 
from thence, he went away for France; but ſaid, he did not know 
what about. 

Mr. Fuſtace White examined, whether he received a Letter from 
Sir John Fit% Gerald, to carry to the Lord Brittas, in February 
1677, or thereabouts? owned that he did. 

Mr. John 7iggott being examined, whether I told him the parti- 
culars afore-mentioned, 1n the year 1475. 1676, 1677 and 1678, 
who owned ſome of the particulars, and all the other part ia ge- 
neral terms, as by his Depoſitions doth appear. 

John Gilbert Clerk, bcing brcught up to Dublin, to prove the 
meetings in Night-time 1n Kakeal and other parts of the Country 
for ſeveral years before, did own their private meetings, both of 
Clergy and Laity, and did conceive it to be of dangerous conſe- 
quence to the Engliſh, as by his Depoſitions doth appear. 

Jobn Hicks the Innkeeper, in whoſe Houſe the deſigns upon that 
County were for the moſt part contrived and diſcourſed of, did 
not own much thereof; Bur it will be proved by Three perſons 
of Quality, who are not yet brought to give their Eviderce, that 
Hicks told them in the year 1677, that he was ſure, and did un- 
. derſtand no leſs by the Company that frequented his Houſe, that 
there would be a ſudden alteration, and ſeveral other particulars to 
that purpoſe, which I am confident he would declice otherwiſe 
than he did, had he not been dif[waded from it. 

Sir John Fitz Gerald being examined before the Lord Lieutenant 
and Council in Dublin, in November 1679, whether Coll. Lacy told 
him that Sir Thomas Southwell did ſend him ſuch a Meſſage by Mr. 
Hurly , or whether Sir John did acquaint me with the particulars 
aforeſaid, in the year 1678, the ſaid —_— did acknowledg the 
lame, as by his Examinations given before the Lord Lieutenant 
and Council will appear. 

On or about the 26th of March in the year 1679, I went to the 
Houſe of the ſaid Sir Thomas Southwell, to charge him with ſending 
the ſaid meſſage to the ſaid Lacy, by the ſaid Harly ; but not mect- 
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ing him, met with his Son-in-Law, Mr. P;jggot, and diſcourſed the 
buſineſs with him, and acquainted him what Sir John Fitz-Ger 114 
told me. Whereupon the ſaid Pigg-t was very engry with 
Sir Thomas Southwell, and was very much concerned for me, confi. 
dering the danger I was in 3 The ſaid Mr. Piggot would have me 
ſtay until Sir Thomds got out of bed, which 1 rcfuſed to do. Then 
the ſaid Piggot promiſed me that ht would give me an account of 
what Sir Thomas his Anſwer ſhould be to him that afternoon ; the 
ſaid P;egot ſeeming to be much concerned both for Sir Thomas and 
me, in regard that hc had Married Sir Tho:47's Daughter, and hig 
Siſter had been my former Wife.

In May 1679,0r thereabouts, I went to the ſaid Sir Thomas South. 
well, and fat with him a whole atternoon ; who told me, that he 
did ſend private intelligence of the particulars to the Earl of Orory, 
which aftervards proved quite contrary, as hereafter doth aj. 
pear. 


In July following, havirg intelligence that his Grace the Duke 
of Ormond was to be in Thomas Town in Auguſt following; I told 
the ſaid Sir Thomas Southwell, that I thought it convenient for me 
to wait upon his Grace, and give him an account of the Deſigns ig 
Agitation againſt the Government, and that | muſt make uſe of the 
ſaid Sir Thomas SouthwelPs name therein. Then the ſaid Sir Thows; 
told me, That if I did mention any thing of him, that he would 
have an AQion of 1cocol. againſt me I told him I would try 
that, and fo both diſcontentedly parted. 


In Avc## following, being fully ſatisfied that his Grace the Duke 
of Ormond was cometo Captain Mathews, in the County of Tippe. 
rary, it being leſs than 3o miles diſtance from my houſe thither ; 
The 26th of Augui? aforeſaid, I went again to the ſaid Sir Thowgs 
Southwell, and told him, that I was reſolved next morning to ſet forth 


for Thomas-Town to wait upon the Duke, who I underſtood was to 
be there. Then he was earneſt with me to pals all by, aad fay no 
more thereof ; He finding that I would not comply, he pretended 
that I owed 5 |. for a parcel of Land, containing forty Acres, which 
he held by Leaſe from Brook-Bridges, Elqz now here in London ; 
which ſaid Land lying convenient to my concerns, I bought a Te- 
nants intereſt therein, and poſſeſſed my elf thereof, and told him 
that 1 did not underſtand any Debt that was owing from me to him. 
But if he could juſtly claim any, he ſhould be immediately paid, 
and told him that 5 /. would not break {quares betwixt him and me: 
but he ſwore he would have an ACtion of 10000 /. againſt me, and 
ſo parted. And whileſt I was upon my Examinations afterwards 
in Dublin, to avoid all manner of ſuſpicions, and falſe pretenſions of 
Debt or Debts to be due from me to any perſon or perſons whatlo- 
ever; Ideclared that I had renounced all manner of Protections 
that may be granted to preſerve me from my Creditors, and lett my 
ſelf open to the Law. Thus far refer my ſelf to his Grace the Lord 
Duke of Orav0rd, the Right Honourable Arthur, Lord Viſcount Gre- 
ard, Henry Lord Biſhop of Meath, and the reſt of the Lords of that 
Honourable Privy-Council.

take notice of him; then I deſired to know what Motives induced 
him now more than at any time palt to come before.them Two Ma- 
giltrates which he knew to be the nearel(t Friends that I had, then 
laid he | give no more reaſons then I have, and ſo parted, 

That night | had liberty of the Magiſtrates to go home to my 
own houſe without any Guards, nextday Iretarned to them, and 
d&lired that they ſhonld fend their Warrant with me to Limerick, 
and had a Guard to attend me thither of thirty horſe, the Aflizes 
being jalt comeing on three daies after, at which I expeted my 
Trial - after 1 got into Limerick and was received by the Mar- 
ſhal, there all perſons inthe Counties of Limerick __ Clare, ad- 
miring what my Crimes ſhould be, I had ſeveral of the beſt of 
them come to me there, to know what the occafion ſhould be. 

ln the mean while the Sheriff, having ſent part of my Depoſiti- 
ons to his Grace the Duke of Ormond, as I formerly mentioned 
by expreſs, his Grace upon peruſal thereof ſent Special Orders 
tothe ſaid Sheriff, that he ſhould on fight thereof come along 
with me to Clonwel, where his Grace was then, the Judges bein 
then upon the Circuit, the faid Sheriff haveing received the faid 
Order, at the bounds of that County, where he was to receive the 
Judges, all comeing together to Limerick on Saturday night , 
the ſaid Sherift as ſoon as he came thither, cameto me to the Mar- 
lhalfea, and ſhewed me the faid Order, which was very welcome 
to me, becauſe it would ſet me at Liberty (never haveing beena 
minute in any reſtraint before thoſe three nights).

that Providence w3s p'eaſed to defeat your Projedts, to blaſt your 
enterprizes, to confound your Forces, to 2ive you up toſo total a 
conqueſt, til] at laſt you became the ſcorn of all the world, and there 
wanted bur little to render you as vagrant, as contemptible, as 0- 
divus any and root out the memory of the 7r;iſþ Nation from 
off the tace of the Earth. 

And fince by the Mercies of God and fuperabundant Indulgence 
of our Gracious King, great numbers of you are returned from a 
deſperate Exile, and rein(tated in your forlorn Poſkflions, (at leaſt 
Hh to 
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to a greater degree thanmoſt of you had reaſon to hope fer) what 
a molt prodigious Ingratitude both to Heaven and your Earthly 
Soveraign will it be for you againto totempt the tates, and engage 
your ſelves in new Rebellions? What can you expect trom ſuch yn- 
dertakings ( equally fooliſh and wicked) but everlaſting {lavery 
and ntter irretreivable Ruine? 

Wherefore: (ince thoſe attempts however guilded over with 
plauſible preter.tions by your deligning Clergy-men (who haveing 
nothing themſelves to loſe, are like the deſperate tallen Angels, al- 
ways tempting you to miſchief, that they may have the more num. 
erous partners both in their Guilt and punithment) arein them- 
ſclves moſt nefarious and unjuſt, and tend ronothing but deſtrudti. 
on ; Iſhall endeavour to lay before you the ſandy foundations 
whereinall the hopes are built, and demonitrate that you have as little 
Policy as right inſuch black (and hitherto (till blaſted) endeavours. 

As foryour Army which you expeCt out of Fraxce, | amapt tv 
think it's a deluſory medinm drawn over your eyes by the Jefnitical 
party to deceive you 3and no Prince will give you any afliltance,un. 
til you your ſelves firſt appear in ation, tor ti] then, they cannoy 
give any truſt to you (as it happened in the three Spaniſh Invalions ) 
and after you are broken into ation , you mult depend upon their 
Charity and diſcretion whither they will aid you or no, bur be 
altured their ſupplies will be but faint and ſmall, as you have found 
before (from the Spaniards) by ſad experience : There is no conh- 
dence tobe put in the power of any Forraigne Prince, but it will be 
your duty as well as wiſdome to rely upon the goodnels of your own 
natural Prince, he having been ſo merciful and indulgent unto you 

Nor is it reaſonably to be imagined that any Chriſtian Prince,much 
leſs the moſtChriſtian King ſhould commit or countenance ſo horrid an 
aCt, as to raiſe a Rebllion in the Territories of another Prince, who1s 
the greateſt and beſt (Ihad almoſt faid) the only friend he hath in Eu- 
rope 3 but I am nor ignorant, thatit is a French Maxim, that a man 
ought not to be a ſlave to his word, that Intereſt isRight,and all things 
Lawful that make for their Princes Glory and Grandeur 3 ſuppoſe 
therefore he ſhould permit ſome of his forces to go over into Ireland, 
as he did unto Portugal contrary ro the faith of the Pyrenean treaty , 
and the Ir;þ Papiſts to joyn with them, it will affaredly prove the 
ruine and confuſion of them; if it be conſidered, that the Fnglifb 
have allthe ſtrong holds in thatKingdom at their command,and how 
calily an Army may be tranſmitted out of Emgland and Scotland into 
Ireland, and what an obſtinate defence the Engliſh there will make, 
before they will depart with'theſe eſtates they now enjoy, and which 
they have acquired with ſo much expence of blood ; the F rench have 
reaſon to underſtand and remember the Engliſh gallantry ; if they 
have forgot, let them enquire at Poiters, Agincourt Or Creſſey , and 
they will tell them 3 But in caſe the French King thould own the 
aan, and vigorouſly appear tor them z without douvt there are 
lome fo highly concerned in point of interc{t (conſidering the >1- 


tuation of that Kingdom)that he will draw the greateſt Naval powe p 
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of Exrope againſt him, and of what pernitious conſcquence it may be to 
hi>glory,its ſuitable to his great judgment to confider 3 except he could 
polt his Naval as he did his and forces, that they could not (as they 
(aid) be attacqued+ yet that imagination was confuted at the relief of 
Aons, and in cafe the French King ſhould tranſmit an Army into Ireland, 
the conqueſt of ir would not be like a Goalat foot-ball, in an inſtane , 
but a work of time, and the more forces they ſend thither, the Iri 
for want of provition would the ſooner be undone, for a Famixe hath e- 
ver put a period to all invalions or rebellions rherezit cannot reaſonab- 
ly be conceived that the French ſhonld releivethem by Sea,when they 
will have fi:ch a great power againſt them, for if the French keep the 
Sea, they will be fought, and then let them conſider the conſequence , 
if they keep in Breſ#, which is their only Port from whence they can 
ex2ect relief, they will be blocked up, or their Ships hired in the Port ; 
the Glory of that ation of Blake,at the Camaries is worthy of their great 
conſidzrarion,who eotred their Port and fired all their Ships in Harbor, 
though there were thirteen block houſes, Caltles, and workes where an 
innumerable multitude of Cannon were planted, and moſt furiouſly 
fired againſt the Zwgliſh Ships z where there isa good wind and tide, 
and noble reſolutions (as I hope they will find there is inthe Engliſh) 
they need not fear any artillery whatſoever : Let the 1-iſþ remember 
their ſucceſs when they were encouraged by the Spaniard(and afliſted 
by the Pope) tn rebel, the Spanierdbeing then the moſt potent Prince 
in Europe And in caſe the moſt Chriſtian King ſhould put an Army in- 
to his Fleet to land, except he were Prince of the Air, and could com- 
mand the Sea, and Tempeſts, he is not ſure to land them ; !et himthink 
ofthe expedition of Charles the 5th. againſt Argiers, and theill and 
untimely fate which did attend it, howeverl am ſure he cannot forget 
Goree, 

Nor let the Iriſþ who have Eſtates, and who differ from the Engliſh in 
point of Religion, imagine that the communion of profeſſion may ex- 
empt them more than the Engliſh trom the Ambition,and Covetonſneſs of 
the French z what they may expect from a Forraigner they may con- 
riture by the anſwer whichthe Duke of A/edina Sidonia gave in this 
ale 1n Erghty Eight , that his Sword knew no difference between « Catho. 
lick and « Heretick, but that he came to make way for his Maſter And 
lt them be affured that, that which the Engliſh have left them of their 
Etates, the French will take from them, for though themſelves be 
Latbolicks, vet their Eftates will be Heretichs 3 It's poſſible that ſome 
ofthe mcaner fort of Iriſh (if the French ſhould prevaile) may mend 
their conditions, but thoſe who have Eſtates will by their adhering 
tothe Frewch be aflaredly wndone 3 For the French will not think them 
liting to be entruſted with their Eſtates, or to be faithful to him, 
Who were rebellious to their own natural King and Soveraign Lord. 

For King Charles the ſecond is your natural Prince, deſcended from 
four own Blood Royal, he being lineally deſcended from Firgatins, 
'&cond Son of the then Reigning King of Ireland, and ft of Scotland, 

2 which 
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which was anticntly peop'ed from thence; So yon ought to pay His 
Majeſty the Allegiance que from natural born Subjects, not from x 
conquered peovle, which now you can no more eſtcem your ſelves, 

There are about 10coo Irzfþ born toEſtates,and are partly diſpollcſt; 
theſe for their loſſes, and others for reſtraint of, and in matters of Re- 
ligion are diſcontented, but they donor conſider their own Reb.lli. 
on cauſed their ruin; by their murmurings | perccive let the ſentence 
be never ſo jxjt, it will not hinder the condemned trom riſing againſt 
the Juder. 

Though lome Bravo's, Hadlanders, and Needemites may joyn with 
Forreign Forces, 1 am apt to think the wiſe and conſiderate people 
(tho Papiſts) will not forteit their Allegiance to their natural Frince; 
tor proof of which fidelity in this kind you need go no turther than 
the late Wars in the time of th= Earl of Tyrexe, wherein they were 
allaulted with as powerful remprations to move them from their Ly: 
alty as polhbly conld be preſented unto them, for at rhat timenoton- 
ly the King of Spain did confederate himſelf with the Rebels and land. 
cd h's forces at Kinſale for their afliſtance, but the Biſhop of Rome al- 
ſo, with his Breves and Bzlls ſollicited the Nobility and Gentry & 
Ireland, to revolt from their obedience to the Queen, declaring that 
the Exgliſh did fight againſt the Carholick Religion, and ought to be 
oppoſed as much as the Txrks, promilting the fame favour to ſuch as 
ſhould ſer upon them, as he doth unto tuch as fight againſt Infidels; 
And yet for all theſe promiſes aud threatnings ot the Pope, which was 
alſo ſeconded by a Declaration of the Divines of Salamanca and Va- 
lidolid, not only many of the Lords and Gentlemen did conltantly 
adhere in their Allegiance to the Queen, but were alſo encouraged fo 
todo by the Engliſh Prieſts within the Pale in the Connty of Wer- 
ford. tho they were of Popiſh profeſſion, 

I pray conſider that horrid Maſſacre of the Emgliſh by the Iriſ 
committed after they had lived together for forty years in the great- 
eſt ſecurity and happineſs, how by the Engliſh they were lo bro: 
ken, that there were ſcarce an Iriſþ man through Ireland that durlt 
hold up his hand againſt them and the Kingdome became fo de- 
populated, that conſidering what vaſt numbers of people were deſiroy- 
ed by thoſe three great Judgments of Heaven the Sword , Famine 
axd Plague, it's thought that in the Concluſion of that war, there was 
not left living the eighth part of all the Iriſo nation, the whole Counr 
try being waited and conſumed 3; where tor ten ſometimes twenty or 
thirty miles, nay indeed almolt all the Kingdome over ( except a* 
bout the Engliſh Garriſons ) one ſhould nor behold man, bird OT beaft 
appear, the very wild Fowls of the air, and the wild beaſts of the 
Fields, ary. IA dead or having departed out of thoſe defola- 
tions, and thouſands of the Irjſþ were dayly ſtarving for want of 
Food , who did in their extremity , ordinarily feed on the So!- 
diers Horles , for which no fatistaction was at any time re- 


ceived but with the loſs of their Lives , nay the Famine 
at 
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at laſt grew to that height char they did not only feed up- 
on Horſes, but upon dead Corps taken out of the Graves. 
All which muſt be acknowledged a juſt Judgment of God 
inflicted on them for their notorious Barbariſm commirred 


in their Maſlacring of che Engliſh. 


A ſad Tragedy, and may it never be re-a&ted ; bur 
now His Majelty, having our of his Princely goodnels re- 
ſtored many Iriſh Papiſts(which did lirtle deſerve fo ſignal 
a favour) to their Eſtates, and to live where they pleaſe 
without any reſtraint, and co injoy all things in plenty ; 
and the whole Kingdom beginning to flouriſh and reco- 
yer its glory ; now to rebel againſt lo gracious and merci- 
ful a Prince, and to bring the ſame Calamities, and 
worſe ( if poſſible) upon the Nation, and by betraying it 
into the hands of a Foreign power, are Acts lo full of hor- 
ror and amazement, that no man[l ſhould think, (were l 
not convinced from their own mouths to the contrary) 


could be ſo ungratefully viicked. 


You cannot rationally think, that France will ever give 
ou any conſiderable afſiltance, bur may engage you in a 
Rebellion,and then leave you to ſhift for your lelves: And 
lo by that means bring a ruin and extirpation upon your 
ſelves and Poſtericies; confider the late, but never to be for- 
gotten caſe of the Meſimeſſes, who caſt off their Obedience 
to the King of Spain their Natural Prince, and fled to the 
protection of the French ; after they had by their Taxes 
and Oppreſſions drained away all their Mony, the French 
delerted chem ; and they thereby became expoſed to the 
diſpleaſure of an inraged Prince, and to all the Mlileries 
and calamities imaginable : The MeſSneſſes of all People 
on the Mediterranean, being before the moſt flouriſhing, 
bur ſince their Rebellion che pooreſt and moſt miſerable. 
Let this example be an Anſwer to all the French Charms 
the Prieſts ſhall lay before you, and take time to conſider, 
if you ſhall be ſo imprudenc and deſperately wicked as to 


calt 
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caſt off your Obedience to your Natural Prince, whether 
the ſame Fate and Calamities may not attend you. Take it 
for a Maxime of Eternal Truth, and which you muſt un- 
derſtand by your dear bought experience, that after a Re: 
bellion is ſuppreſled, the King is more King,and the Subject 
more Subjett ; Many whoſe Anceſtors were deep in the late 
Rebellion, by his Majeſties Royal favour are now reſet 
led in their Eſtates, if nor in all, yer in ſuch a part as may 
give them a comfortable ſubſiſtance (and I muſt tell you, 
it's better to have a piece of Bread, then no Bread at all.) 
Have you not a free exerciſe of your Religion throughout 
the whole Kingdom ? Have you not your titular Arch- 
Biſhops, Biſhops , Vicar-General , Provincial Conſiſto- 
ries, Deans, Abbots, Priors, &c. Who without controul 
exerciſe a voluntary juriſdiction over thoſe of the Romiſh 
perſwaſion ? Are the Penal Laws put in execution againſt 
you ? Have you not as great, if not greater freedom, and 
mdulgence than thoſe of the Evangelical Communion ? Certain- 
ly if all theſe Princely Favours and tender proceedings of 
His Sacred Majeſty towards the Papiſts in that Kingdom 
cannot contain them within the due bounds of Loyalty and 
Obedience, they delerve to be made ſtanding Monuments 


of his Juſtice. 


But imagine the worſt, let it be granted that the French 
are Landed in Treland, and poſleſled of a Port or two 
there, and that many of the Natives (for all 'ris like will 
not forfeit their Allegiance) revolt and reſort unto the 
French, yet I hope there is no ſuch danger, as is vulgarly 
conceived in loſing that Kingdom, now that they have 
timely notice to prevent. For a Plot diſcovered is more 
than half prevented, and if after ſuch fair and frequent 
warning we ſhould ſuffer ſuch an important place to 
be loſt, we are ſure the moſt careleſs or infatuated People 
in the World. 


For Ports gained muſt be maintained and ſupplyed by 


Sea ; 
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Sea ; which how uncertain and difficulc it is to effe&, our 
Hlets being better then theirs,is unanſwerable : To attend 
the defence of them only would but multiply their trouble 
and charges, and give the Engliſh there no other Harm 
then ſome inconvenience ; from the which, time will free 
them ; for no tenable Fortifications can ever hold our the 
Siege of a powerful Afſailant, that is Maſter of the Field, 
and ſo it muſt be granted the Engliſh will or may be. 


An Invader whoſe Obje& is Conqueſt, muſt not con- 
rain himſelf in a Port, but draw into Field ; great Armies 
require a World of Horſes for the draught of Artillery, 
Ammunitions, Victuals, Urenfils for the War, Tens, 
Baggage, &c. Which cannot either be brought from France 
nor turniſhed by the Rebels. The County of Kerry is the 
Place deſigned for their Landing, a very remote Part as 
any intreland, yer furniſhe wich a good Havenzbuc the Engliſh 
will be very imprudent (whereloever they ſhall Land ) if 
they drive not the Country before them, whereby they 
will fail both of Horſes for draught, (without which = 


cannot march) and of Victuals or any thing elſe, whic 
may be uſetul unto them. 


So did the French deal with Charles the Fifth Anno 1 536. 
Who entred France by way of Province, with an Army of 
50000 Horſe and Foot, they Commanded all the Horſe 
and Cartle in the County to be driven out of the Enemies 
reach, the Corn, Straw, and what elſe might be food for 
Horſes, and all other Moveables to be carryed into Places 


of Satety. 
The Ovens and Mills to be broken down, the Wines in 


Casks to be Staved,& for corrupting of Waters cauſe Corn 
to be caſt into the Wells, leaving the Country like a vaſt 
Deſert ; whereby che Emperours Army within few days 
(almoſt ſtarved and diſealed) was not 25 000 ſtrong. 


It 
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If Charles could not upon a Contment, provide himſelf of 
Carriages ſufficient for the uſe of his Army, or Food for 
his hungry Soldiers in the plentiful Country of Provnce, 
how much leſs ſhall an Invader by Sea be able to bring 
them with him ? 


Province being thus uſed, and the Cities well guarded, 
the Invader for want of Relief in the Country, mult eat up 
his own Stores : And within ſhort time (if they be many) 


will be Conſumed, it few will be Forced out. 


In the number of Horſes the ſtrength of Armies princi- 
pally conſiſts, the Tranſporting of 5000 Horſe requires 
more Tonnage than 30000 Foot ; and how they will be 
able tro Tranſport any number of Horſe (without which 
they are of no Power) the Engliſh Fleet being, at Sea, 1 mult 
confeſs I am to learn. 


The way of Conqueſt is to provoke Battel, the advantage 
of the Defendant is to avoid it, but upon appearance of an 
aſlured Victory, which the Maſters of the Field may. do 
at Pleaſure. 


The lingering of time dayly conſumes the Invaders, 
both by Sickneſs, light Skirmſhes (which upon every days 
Warch, at Fords, Bridges, and Streights they cannot a- 
void) and by other Caſualties. 


Their ſupply will be ſlow, and ſubje#t to peril, whilſt wants of 
the Engliſh (they having their Country to Friend) will eaſily be ſup- 
plyed. 


But you will ſay the French can at their pleaſure ſupply then, 
with Men, Viftuals, aud all things neceſſary for their carry"y 
on the War, by reaſon of their great number of Ships, 


I am apr to think this will prove a great miſtake in you, 
the\ 
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they will ſind ir impoſſible to give any ſuccors, when the 
Engliſh Heet is at Sea, as you may aſſure your "1 owe it will 
be, when there is the leaſt appearance of an Invaſion ; 
and I mult cell you its not the multirude of Ships that pro- 

mile Victory, a few 2 o00d nimble Ships of War are a ſtrot ng- 
er Fleet, than any Fleet can be compoled of greater num- 
bers, over prefled with heavy Luggage, they are not on- 
ly in themſelves uſeleſs, bur a cumber co thoſe that ſhould 
Fight, and the loſing of them is the apparent loſs of the 
Enterprize. 


There was never a more Magnificent Fleet ſwimming 
upon the Ocean, then that which Philip che ſecond brought 
upon the E Engliſh Coaſt, a Navy ſo well Manned and Am- 
munitioned, that the like till chan was never leen, it was 
the Glory of the Sea, yet it was defeated by her Majeſties 
own Fleet, built in ber own Realm, the Captains, Pilots, 
MaſterGunners, and Sailors, all her natural Subjects, no- 
thing was borrowed from her Neighbours, whereby her 
Triumph was more glorious ; that famous Victory was 
not gotten by chance or by "As our of Winds, and Storms, 
but next unto God, by the goodneſs of the Eneliſh Ships, 
the Valour and Dexcerity of their Gunners, and Saylors ; 
and eſpecially by the conduct and direQion of the Com- 
manders : Why then ſhould the French Fleet be now more 
terrible than that was in Eighty eight, nay the Engliſh are 
10 doubr them leſs, fince by the Providence of His Majeſty 
the Royal Navy, and the Merchants Ships are now more 
n number, beter ftred for the War, and greater of bur- 
then than they ever were, 


« If you begin a War (br rather 4 Rebellion, for ſo it is) 
« confader all Flome and Foreion Commerce well ceaſe, Juſtice 
« falls to the ground, good men oppreſſed, Innocency trodden under 
* foot, Churches deſtroyed, your Country waſted, Chriſtians 
* murthered, Women defloured, and the Laws contemned, what 
* ſhall T ſay, conſider your own and Irelands late mownfal and 
[0 * deplo- 
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« deplorable Condition, T ſhall therefore ever put it into my Litz- 


« ny , from Hereſtes, Schilm, Sedition and Rebellion, 
© Good Lord deliver us. 


There are Five things which will ſecure Ireland againſt 
any Power whatſoever. 


I. A Navy well Furniſhed, to cut off all their correl- 
podence with any King or State. 


I. An Army well paid to keep up Garriſons. 


II. Laws well executed to alter their miſchievous Con- 
ſticutions. 


IV.A Miniſtry well ſetled to Civilize and inſtruct them, 


V. And laſtly, Scrift care taken to puniſh all Prieſts, 
and Jeſuits, that arethe Nurſes of Rebellion,diſtur- 
bers of States, Mortal Enemies to all Proteſtant 


Governments, and indeed the Common Incendiaries 
of the Kingdom of Jrelnad. 


But I ſhall not inlarge or preſume to dire particularly 
on theſe neceſlary Heads, but humbly leave them to the 
conſideration of Authority. 


Whilſt ro you my Beloved, (as long as you ſhall conti- 
nue Loyal) Country-men ! I apply my ſelf, whatever iIl 
Thoughts that you may have of me, all I ſhall recurn in 
anſwer is, Am I your Enemy becauſe I tell you the Truth * I have 
repreſented to you the fatal Conſequences of your palt Re- 
bellions, and ſhewn you the improbability of chele pre- 
ſent deſigns, which I certainly know, many ill men are 
fomenting and carrying on amongſt you. Bur beſides all 

| theſe Moral and Politick diſcouragements, I would fur- 
ther have you take notice, that there is a moſt juſt God in 
Heaven, who by his Providence and uncontrouble Power 
will afluredly blaſt all your attempts ; and _ - 

0 
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Blood of Innocents, and puniſh Murder, and Rebellion, 
and Treachery ; and ſupport and preſerve his true Reli- 
gion and Worſhip againſt all the moſt crafty, moſt plauſi- 
ble, and moſt powerful devices whatſoever ; therefore 
as you love your Peace, your Safety, your Eſtates, your 
Lives, and your Souls, Study to be quiet : Hearken nor 
cothe vain charmings of your Prieſts, who deſign only to 
make as much ſlaves of you in Temporals as they already 
do in Spirituals ; exert your Reaſons, and ſuffer not your 
ſelves to be led hoodwinkt into deſtruction, by a vain 
empty fooliſh ſtory of Tradition and ridiculous Cuſtoms 
and Notions ; open your Eyes and give your rational Fa- 
culties but leave,imparrtially ro inquire and examine things, 
and you will certainly find, that you have hitherto been 
befooled and Prieſt ridden, and that what you call Ca- 
tholick Religion, in all things wherein it differs from 
what is believed, own'd and enjoyn'd to be practiſed by 
the Proteſtants, is nothing in the World bur a cheat ; con- 
triv'd to ſupport and gratihe either the Ambition or Co- 
vetouſneſs of your ſelt-deſigning Clergy. | 


This much however, (having this publique opportuni- 
ty rodiſcharge my Conſcience, and expreſs my fincere Af- 
etion to you) I thought hr to ſay, proteſting thar in all 
that I have diſcovered and here written, I have had no 
aim atTemporal advantage, private Revenge,or any other 
liniſter deſign ; bur thar I have done it only and purely for 
the Glory of God, the Service of my King, the Preſerva- 
tion of the Government, the Real good of you, my dear 
Country-men ! and the disburthening of my own Soul. 
To which good ends I Heartily wiſh theſe poor Papers 
(though never ſo inartificially dreſſed) may be effectual : 
And with that fatisfaftion commirt them, and my ſelf, to 
the Worlds Cenſure, and Gods Protein.
